Smallpox epidemic continues unabated Kansas City. Since Sep- 
tember 1, 290 cases have been reported; 103 deaths. Past five days, 
24 new cases, 11 deaths. Malignant type of disease has spread; 30 
known cases, 4 deaths in various parts of State, origin traceable to 
Kansas City; actual total probably higher.
